We have not 
got the grit to keep on doing .what 
we" did during the war—save our 
money in order to pay off our debts. 
If we can pay off these debts, tnen 
possibly we can stop these enor- 
mous rise in prices. - Congress is 
afraid to tax the people. 
Every 


time we buy something that we have 
been ^oing without, that creates a 
demand and that is what _ requires 
an employer to raise his Prices. _ As 
long as we buy clothing, and things 
to eat and a place for shelter, that 
is going to raise the prices. 
Con- 


cress ought to tax us more than 
they did during the war. What we 
need in an enormous amount of ex- 
cess profits taxes, so that there will 
not be so much inducement for new 
manufactories. 
We need enormous 


taxes on the people. We are in this 
v:cious circle because the American 
people are not willing to pay off 
their war debt at once and as rapidly 
as possible. As soon as_ we start 
to pay it off, we will begin to s.op 
that spiral of prices and the high 
cost of living. There does not seem 
to be much hope of reaching that 
conclusion.

adequate sunshine, and moderate to 
heavy rains over practically the en- 
tire state,' the weather was very, fa- 
vorable for general crop 
growth. 


Corn, late potatoes, tobacco, pas-

beets, 
cranberries, 


beans, tomatoes, hemp, cucumbers, 
etc., will be greatly benefited, espe-

cide'ntnl effect may result in injury 
to the company's business. 


The assumption of the authors of 


the circular in question is that wil- 
ful and malicious injury to the com- 
pany was a primary consideration 
in the minds of the objecting sub- 
scribers, and the • authors of the cir- 
cular have been good enough te- 
state that they based their legal 
opinion on "the best legal advice 
obtainable" 
but . concealing 
the 


source of such ad.vice; and then they 
quota from an alleged decision of 
some mysterious Superior court, but 
studiously refrain from naming the 
court or the title of the case from 
which the 
quotation 
purports to 


have been made. 


The authors of the circular refer 


to concerted, action to force the 
company to accept less" than, their 
lawful rates or lose some of its sub- 
scribers,'and the authors.also speak 
of a threat by somebody unnamed 
that the .company will be put out of 
business. In the submission of your 
question no mention is made of any 
threat to put the company out of 
business and we assume that, the au- 
thors of the circular must have been 
'drawing on their imagination when 
they allude to such threats as hav- 
ing been in fact made. 


The authors of the circular also 


with "sleuth-like shrewdness" con- 
clude, and so express themselves, 
that because the document is prima 
facie of legal action it must have 
been illegal in intent. 


In numerous instances in- the1 cir- 


cular the authors of the circular 
naively disavow any inclination .to j 
make threats, but the following quo- 
tation can scarcely be construed as 


nything less than a commission of 
ne very ocense which they are at- 
empting to charge to the dissent- 
ng subscribers. At the bottom of 
>age 3: "Every one who is engaged 
n this affair subjects himself to lia- 
ility of prosecution under the crim- i 
nal statutes and also to an action 
or damages sustained by this com- 
jany for loss of business." On the 
ame page this appears: "There is 
another aspect of• this affair appar- 
ently has not been considered and 
which is a very serious matter; be- 
cause it is a direct breach of the 
aw." On the same page: "We be- | 
ieve that most of the people who. 
signed the papers which "were cir- 
culated had no idea they were doing 
anything unlawful, and if the leaders 
had obtained competent legal advice 
they might not have been so zealous 
in <*etting people to break the law. 


We suggest that the authors of 


the circular come 'out of the. woods 
and designate by name the "leaders 
who have been zealous-m getting 
people to break the lav; so that the 
accuracy of their statements can be 
tested.

Mr, Stone ntters a truth that is accepted by all thinking 


people when he says that our political democracy is controllw 
by an industrial autocracy. It is idle to think of working on 
constructive reforms through the medium of political action 
when we permit legislatures and governors and congresses ti 
be controlled by an industrial oligarchy. 


The recent Wisconsin legislature is an eloquent tribute t

on their fenders. And in those days, 
when three or four locomotives was 
a big allowance for one railway line, 
these paintings were done by real 
artists at no inconsiderable outlay. 
As soon as our little railroad grew 
long enough to require a second lo- 
comotive, another appeared. 
The 


first, of course (the custom of the 
day when the locomotives were few 
and hauls were short) was named, 
instead of numbered, and was the 
"Henry S. Durand," for the R. it 
M.'s first president When no long- 
er a. mere shuttle railway, a second 
engine, called after the first general 
counsel of the line, the "Marshall 
M. Strong," was placed, on duty. 
These two locomotives—a discrim- 
ination between. engines for freight 
and passenger service was quite un- 
necessary—did duty on .the R. & M. 
for many a lor.g day. Indeed a third 
angina (the first coal-burner—with 
long, slim smokestack, forerunner of 
the stacks of the present day which I 
huge boilers make look like nub- 
bins—which I ever saw.) proved a 
costly superfluity, and was soon sold 
to the Chicago and Milwaukee Rail- 
way company at a poor'profit as-1 
remember to have heard.

I spent all 
of today helping my neighbor £° 
his threshing and I wish'Mr. Wolfe 
had been compelled to follow my 
footsteps in the blazing hot sun 
and the sweat pouring down his 
face and body till his clothes were 
soaked through. I think he would 
conclude he knew very little about 
farms and farming. 
We 'farmers 


are not working for our health ana 
we are pounced upon for the high 
cost of living. When we have to 
buy what we need we have to pay 
what they ask us or leave it alone. 
When we have anything to sell we 
are handed the same dope: pay the 
price or leave it alone. 
When farmers try to get the cost 


of production for their produce they 
are jumped upon (like wolves onto 
a rabbit) for price fixing. This hap- 
pened a short time ago when the 
farmers tried to get cost price for 
their milk.

Sherman anti-trust law, and when 
by figures actual cost of milk was 
from $3.50 to $55.00 per hundred Ibs.

If he had taken the trou- 
ble to go out into the fields of grain 
and examine it a close quarters he 
would have four.d some things can 
ock very fine and be just the o;- 
posite.

people wear magnifying glasses op 
their eyes when they go througn 
the country in a fast moving train 
or auto and report accordingly. 1 
have raised seventy bushei of oats 
per acre on my farm and ti.-is year 
I will be lucky if I get thirty bush- 
els of light oats per acre. Barley 
is also in the same proportion and 
some crops of wheat were not wortn 
harvesting and farmers turned the 
stock into it to get what they could 
out of it 
Early potatoes are almost 


a total failure. 
Corn promises a 


fair crop but it has a long road to 
maturity yet to travel. 
. 
Late potatoes are yet m_the in- 


fant stage with the leaf-hopper with 
a wonderful capacity to devour tops 
—and potatoes never grow on stems 
without leaves. .1 .suppose the peo- 
ple that picked blueberries and sold 
them at fifteen cents were profiteer- 
ing. Why don't Mr. Wolfe get out 
on a farm and get some of the big 
profits that farmers are getting? 
I notice he says there never was a 
time when milk was being produced 
in 'such large quantities. That may 
be true and there never was a time 
when there were so many people to 
consume it. And never a time when 
there were fewer hands to p'rcduce 
it either, and producers have to pay 
wages that never were so high. He 
says farmers are getting ?3.50 per 
hundred Ibs. for milk. I would like 
to get that -much as I can only pet 
J2.49 so far for milk.
